that the victims of the crash “gave 
their lives to save this presen 
helium.” 

In the storm the craft rose toe 
fast for the remaining valves to 
let off sufficient gas, he said, the 
upward movement of the ship cans- 
ing rapid expansion of 
bags, which broke the shell of the 
ship in the middle. 

“I would not call it. murder,” 
said Capt. Heinen, “but I cannot 
put it too stfongly that if it had 
not been for the foolishness in cut- 


ting down the number of safety 
valves the crash would not have oc 
Aurred.” nda 

Capt. Heinen sald the ship 
should have been able te discharge 
21,000 cuble feet of helium for 
every 240 feet that she rove above 
an altitude of 3000 feet and that 
he had understood from Comman- 
der Klein that she was nearly filled 
with helium when she left the sta- 
tion. 

Insisting that the Shenandoah as 
originally designed was the “saf- 
est thing in the world,” Capt. 
Heinen asserted that, due to the 
reduction of the number of valves 
about six weeks ago, he would not 
have gone on the dirigible “for a 
million dollars.” “It was not safe 
with valve changes,” he added. 
“The men that went and knew of 
the changes were brave, indeed.” 

Capt. Heinen asserted that 20 
valves were installed in the Les 
Angeles because it was felt that the 
18 originally in the Shenandoah 
were not enough for the greatest 
safety. 

“Now there will be a whitewash 
board of inquiry and some camou- 
flage to cover up the real story of 
the cause, which was the foolish 
action of the crew at the station ia 
changing the valves,” he aid. Al< 
ready they are trying to lay é 
blame on poor dead Lansdowne.” — 

Capt. Heinen also asserted that

While driving his automobile 
toward Sofia, the capital, the ma- 
chine ran into an ambuscade and 
was fired upon. Two persons in 
the car were killed and another 
wounded. A bullet carried away 
part of the King’s mustache. 
Earlier in the month it was report- 
ed that a store of bombs had been 
found beneath the palace, placed 
there with the purpose of blowing 
st up. 

According to the present Rome 
report, Boris is critically ill at Var- 
ma, on the Black Sea, and physi- 
clans have been hurriedly dis- 
patched there to attend him. The 
story. published in the Giornale | 
d'Italia, attributes to the King’s sis- ' 
ter, Princess Pudoxie. the statement 
that the typhus baci!li were found §@ 
in a dish of dessert which had been | 
made for the King.

minister the poison through the 
King’s food.

F you will pardon a further worl in 
I eonnection with your editorial, “Trol- 
ley Passengers’ Peril,” the writer did not 
intend to convey any suggestion that trel- 
ley lines should locate their tracks at 
the curb. 

What the writer wishes to convey is 
that the trolley linés cannot under any 
circumstances qualify as suitable for 
transportation on surface streets, that no 
possible change in a fixed rail vehicle 
cah @nable it to qualify for the purpose. 

The motorbus in many ways is far su- | 
périor to a trolley car for surface trans-_ 
portation. but can you find anyone in! 
America that has the courage to give the, 
factte to the public? For instance, the 
American Electric Railway Association 
gAyas thése busses cannot be operated in 
sufficient numbers in big cities to car- 
r¥ mass transportation. Yet the Ameri- 
can Railway Association knows their 
etatément is untrue, They know, and I 
know, that theré are 50009 motorbuses 
in daily opération by the General Omuni- 
Bus Co. in London. -They know that in 
1924, these motorbuses carried 1,250,000,- 
000 passeneers. or four times the number 
(306.000.0900) passengers carried by the 
Tendon “Underground” or subwars in 
1823. The association also knows that) 
the motorbuses in London carried in 19724 
160.000.6000 more passengers than were 
carried by London's surface trollers.

The American ideals for whose preservation Mr. 
Hughes so earnestly pleads are all embodied in our 
Bill of Rights. Evervone with any shadow of claim 
to American citizenship is familiar with that Charter 
and thrills to the rision and the inspiration of that 
incomparable legacy. But we are throwing away 
that patrimony, throwing it away riotously, despite 
the righteous auspices of our madness. One of our 
most cherished American ideals is religious liberty. 
That, too. is imperiled. Interference with education 


| on intellectual grounds is serious enough, Mr. Hughes 


observes, but te attempt te control education in the 
interest of any religious creed or dogma is infinitely 


worse. We cannot entef upon anr such attempt and 


remain true to our ideal of religious libertr. Thé 
shallow plausibility of these who maintain we can is 
thus utterly routed: 


The question is not whether these doctrines are 
true and should be embraced. The point is that 
this is net the way to foster their support. In 
our country there are all sorts of religious be 
Hiefs and practices, and at one time or another 
before religious liberty was established here our 
forbears in other lands have al! alike—Baptists, 
Presbyterians, Catholics. Jews, Quakers and 
others—-suffered persecution at the hand of Gov- 
ernment. What was the reason of this persecu- 
tion? Was it net a plausible one? What ceuld 
be more plausible than that the truth of religion 
should be fostered and supported br the State”? 
But if so fostered ahd supported its nature 
Will be determined br the State. What 
could be a nobler exercise of governmental! 
power than to destroy religious error and sare 
the souls of men from perdition’?
